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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The Applicants' have pointed out in the Remarks that the determination of transmission order is based on traffic that has arrived at 
each session. The Applicants' have emphasized the words "arrived at each session" as to indicate that this limitation is not met by the prior 
art, specifically the Hoglund reference. 

In response, the Examiner would like to indicate that the Hoglund reference apportions transmission resources based on the ratio of 
expected real-time traffic to the total traffic that can be handled (see paragraph [0027]). Hoglund further discloses that this apportioning of 
resources can be accomplished in two different ways. The first is a fixed proportion, and the second is a flexible proportion according to the 
circumstances (see paragraphs [0029]-[030]). This flexible approach reads on the "arrived at each session" limitation. 

Also, the Examiner would like to point out that Equation (1 ) in page 8 of the Applicants' specification discloses how the ratio of real- 
time traffic to the total traffic arrived at each session is calculated. As it can be observed in Equation (1 ), the "# of session" factor used in 
both the numerator and the denominator has no effect in said calculated ratio. 
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
